SIGURD. 


The most unsatisfactory aspect of “Sigurd” 
was, and is, the music. Long, arid stretches 
of three time sentiment or indolent recitation, 
searcely relieved by flashes of pseudo- Wagner- 
ism, discourage singers and listeners alike.

Oftlie .principals M. Valette 
was quite the best: his appearance was always a 
lucid interval amid the misty fainéantism of 
those four long, long acts. Mr. Soubeyrau was 
correct and at momentsemphatic and excellent. 
Mile Magne was also most adequate and con- 
sistent, as was the high priest. Mile Robertson 
has a charming voice and presence, but again 
one cannot help remembering Mile Devilloy in 
the part last year. We do not wish to make 
comparisons between this and last, or any 
other year, but Mile Devilloy was one bright 
particular star, and cannot be forgotten, 
thotigh this need be no disparagement of her 
talented successor. At moments the orchestra 
seemed to become bored .and took refuge in 
profusion of sound, especially when the brass 
was concerned, but as a whole it was well 
directed and exact. Some of the andience 
seem to haveestablished a pleasing and facile 
basis of applause, governed one may say by the 
three dimension theory — wc cae strength, 
and height. ‘The moment M. Soubeyran 
rose.above a certain note, the clapping com- 
menced : if he.retained the note, it increased, 
if he strengthened it, the manaal labour 
became. frantic. Perhaps this explains the 
popularity of wrestlers andstrong men in gener- 
al in this country. Be it noted, however, 
that a certain section of the abonnés dis- 
couraged this rather promiscuous test of ability 
nd. did not applaud until the dimensions 
of the singing approached the limit of the 
normal. As far as M. Valette was concerned 
they were justified: his volame and resonance 
exactly fitted, or rather enhanced, the some- 
-what ingligent music set before bim. retract 
exactly fitted; it is.not fair on M. Valette : 
he can do ample justice,to far better music. 
Incidewtably we may all compliment Mr. 
Poucet on the entre-actes ; they are now of 
reasonable length, and give just time for one 
cigarette and a few words of appreciation. If 
his company achieves as much for performance 
as he

AFFAIRS OF MR- NICOLAS DOKI. 


In the Manchester Coanty Court on Wednes- 


~ .day week application was made to his Honout 


Judge Parry to approve of a-scheme of com- 
. position proposed by Mr. Nicolas Doki, of this 
city and Beyrout, against whom a receiving 
order was made on October 4. Mr. Edgar, 
solicitor, appeared in support of the application. 

The Official Receiver (Mr. J. Grant Gibson) 
presented a long report. It showed that the 
composition was approved by the required 


‘- majority of creditors on Noveinber 21. Under 


it the debtor proposed to pay his debts in full, 
with interest at the rate of 5 per cont per 
annum, in the following manner: — 28. 6d. in 
_ the pound at the end of one month from the 
date of the Court’s appfoval, 5s. in the pound 
six months afterwards, 5s in the pound 
twelve’ months afterwards, and 7s. 6d. in the 
/ pound eighteen montlis afterwards, Mr. John 
Philip Garnett, chartered accountant, of Booth- 
street, Manchester, was to be trustee. Of the 
fourteencreditor’s for £11,461 admitted to yote, 
twelve creditors for £10,445 accepted .the 
scheme. fu 
The debtor's statement of affairs showed“tn- 
secured liabilities of £101, and liabilities‘on 
accommodation bills as acceptor or endorser 
£25,478, of which it was'expected £17,750 
would rank for dividend ; while the assets were 
estimated to produce £28,271. The debtor was 
engaged from 1888 to 1905 with various ship- 


ping firms doing business with Beyrout and the- 


East and with South Africa and South America. 
They were successful, and in January, 1905, 
he found himself possessed of £8,000 capital, 
consisting mainly of book-debts assigned to 
him as his share of the assets of his old firm of 
Doki, Chiha, and Co., which was then dissolved. 
“With this.and £2,000 advanced by Messrs, R. 
‘Pharaon et Fils, of Beyrout, he began business 
on January t, 1905, as. shipper and general 
merchant, under the style of N. Doki and Co., 
in Oxford-street, Manchester, and at Beyrout. 
The present position of the firm of N. Doki and 
Co. was that, apart from a certain liability on 
bills, it possessed assets ofa value exceeding 
its liabilities by rather more than £10,000— 
the estimated surplus assets of the Beyrout 
house over its liabilities, which were of small 
amount. The debtor liad from time to time 
discounted other than’ purely trade bills, but 
no liability was likely to arise from this 
except’in connection with his acceptances 
for Messts. Pharaon, Cousins, and Co., of Cairo, 
for whose accommodation he had accepted bills 
amounting to £17,250. Messrs. Pharaon had 
filed in the Egyptian courts. the equivalent of 
a bankruptcy: petition, and had submitted a 
scheme, which had been approved, for the pay- 
ment of twenty shilliagsin the pound. 

An essential feature of the scheme, the 
Official Receiver went. on to say, was that all 
but 6s. in the composition would be paid by 
Mesars. Pharaon, and that they would eventa- 
ally refund to the debtor “the 6s. also. It was 


rn obvious that the complete fulfilment of the 


scheme depended on the solvency of Messrs. 
Pharaon, Cousins, and Co. The books of that 
~ firm had been examined by accountants, and 
showed assets toa.snbstantial amount. At the 
same time the Official Receiver felt that the 
Court would be reluctant to ‘sanction a pro- 


‘> posal obviously of a precarious nature, and 


unlikely to result-in real benefit to the cre- 
‘ditors. The* total provable liabilities at the 
date of the report .were £16,785, whilst the 
debtor's own assets were likely to produce 
£10,000. The only matter in the debtor's own 
trading-and conduct which “prima facie” 
might appear open to criticism was accepting 
bills to such a large extent for Messrs, Pha- 
raon’s accommodation ; but’ as the debtor had 
with perfect safety and™benefit done financial 
business with them for twenty years, he could 
not be charged with rash and hazardous spe- 
culation. Thé Official Receiver understood that 
Messrs, Pharaon were at present perfectly 
solvent, but were temporarily in financial. 
difficulty owing to the locking up of a lotéf 
their capital in land, which, if thrown indis- 
criminately on the market, would produce dis- 
astrous effects not only to ‘themselves but to 
other Egyptian firms. 

Mr. Edgar, in submitting that the proposal 
was a reasonable one, pointed out that the 
whole of the assets were in Beyrout. He him- 
seif and Mr. Garnett, acting for the whole 
body of bankers concerned in the Egyptian 
failures, had had an investigation made, and 
he could assure the Court that the Official 
Receiver’s report on’ the position of Messrs. 
Pharaon was very conservative. Moreover, he 
was now in a position to add that further as- 
surance was to be found in the fact that the 
whole of the landed property of Messrs. Pha- 
raon was included in a mortgage in the hands 
of the debtor’s representatives in Cairo. 

Judge Parry: That, of course, makes this 
scheme very much better. 

Mr..Edgar said it was a matter which had 
come to hand since the Official Receiver drew 

* up his report. It would be within the recollec- 
tion of the Court that a large number of Egyp- 
tian houses went down at'the end of July, at

His Hononr said he need not hear anything 


_| else.. He was glad to find the scheme was even 


better than’ set out by the Official Receiver, 
and he hoped it would be carried out. In any 
case he did not intend to stand. between cre- 
ditors and twenty shillings in the pound. He 
found the scheme reasonable and calculated to 
benefit the creditors, and he accordingly ap- 
proved of it .

Cavalrymen in Egypt will be interested to 
know that the new sword—designed specially 
for thrusting—is now being used in the regi- 
nients of the First Cavalry Brigade, Aldershot, 
for the purpose of being-reported upon. Like 
many another thing, it is the outcome of 
experience in the South African War, inthe 
course of which the regulation sword was found 
next to useless, being designed rather. for 
slashing than pointing.

The new weapon 
is alittle bit longer, and lighter than the 
regulation sword.

The blade is of the best steel, ‘and to 
give it rigidity the back is thickened. The hilt 
balances the weapon nicely and on complete 
protection to the hand.

COMPANIES IN EGYPT. 


To Tue Eprrorn or Tae “Eayprian Gazerre” 

Sir,—It has often been remarked by the 
careful observer that when there is any dis- 
turbance in a seething mass of anything, 


‘strange matters come to the surface. Although 


Egypt is not such an interesting place to live 
in as it was thirty years ago, it is still a land 
of broad contrasts, and these are often more 
apparent to the stranger than to those to whom 
habit has made things familiar, A few days 
since I happéned to go from here to Cairo in 
the same carriage with an intelligent lady who 
had just landed in Egypt for the first time. 
Referring to the noisy landing she said : “The 
natives seem very violent, are they dangerous?” 
I was pleased to reassure her on this point. 
This lady was surprised at the European 
appearance of Alexandria, but much more so 
when we passed the first Arab village and 
pointing tothe mud huts, asked what those 


things were 3 I replied that those were the, 


houses the people lived in who made the 
wealth of this country, of which we European 
residents helped them to spend a part. The 
lady said she had no idea that in this 20th 
century, there was any part of the world in 
which human beings lived in such a way. 

As our train took just three hours longer, 
than it should have done, to reach Cairo, this 
lady had ample time for observation, and I 
fancy that but for the language we were speak 
ing, and the courtesy, due to a stranger, from 
whom some further information might possibly 
be acquired, she would have liked to say some- 
thing far from complimentary, as to the effect 
on the natives of the influence of both foreign 
residents and a foreign occupation. 

Later on when I saw this lady in the loxu- 
rious halls of Shepheard’s hotel, and expressed 
the hope that the unpleasant impressions of 
the morning had. been removed, she said,— 
“this is indeed a country of strange contrasts,” 
but I do not, think that: she had forgotten, the 
mud hats, or the lack of clothes exhibited by 
some of their inhabitants. 

Although Egypt is only a very small part of 
the world, it has for some years past, attracted 
a very large amount of attention; its great 
antiquity, its assimilation of the most modern 
appliances, its sudden evolution from bank- 
ruptey to a flourishing financial position, the 
change in the status of its people from some- 
thing closely approaching slavery to an almost 
exuberant liberty, theremarkable development 
of its commerce, the host of new companies, 
the wild speculation, the inevitable crisis, all 
these things have attracted the attention of 
the civilised world in a degree altogether out 
of proportion to the dize of the country. 

For some years past up to the spring of 
this year, everything seemed to go on wheels ; 
—then came the crisis, and it began to be 
found out that many of the new companies 
started, had no cause for existence, and that 
their shares though run up by wild speculation 
to several times their par value, were only a 
drog on the market. Very many of these com- 
panies were formed under the English law of 
limited liability. This law is based on many 
Acts of Parliament from 1862 to 1907, all of. 
them more or less obscure, and this same 
obscurity has for many years been largely taken 
advantage of, todo many things which ought 
not to have been done, and to neglect obliga- 
tions which should have been complied with 

But if the former Acts of Parliament left a 
pleasing doubt on the mind as to liability for 
neglect of duty, and such doubts have been, 
once and for ever, very clearly removed by a 
new Act dated August in this year of Grace 
1907. There is no doubt about this Act ;—it 
puts on companies and more particularly on 
their directors penalties hitherto unheard of ; 
enough to make one’s hair stand on end, so 
steep is the way, and so narrow is the only 
path, by which they may be avoided. The num- 
ber of people in Egypt who are directors of 
limited liability companies, mast be legion, but 
toany honest man who'has not already got his 
head in the noose, and who may have some 
foolish wish to see his name figure on a list of 
Directors, my advice is that which was given 
by “Punch” to the man hesitating about getting 
married ;—‘‘don’t”. 

As soon as I Heard of the new. Act I sent 
for a copy, but when it came it was useless It 
refers to every imaginable act passed before. 
I was in an outof the way place, where the 
old Acts were not to be found, and it was only 
when I got home, surrounded by a pretty 
ample legal library that I was able to find 
out where my responsibilities ended. 

I am glad to see in your paper of yesterday 
that your correspondent “Lex” hastaken up the 
question, but in the first place I do not quite 
agree with what he seems to infer, and se- 
condly I think his proposal though right in 
principle is too drastic in form. He seems to 
infer that men of other than British nationality 
can infringe the law with impunity. I would 
recommend these gentlemen to lay no such 
flattering unction to their souls; the British 
law has along arm, and if necessary it has 
an uncomfortable way of getting outside as- 
sistance, and in my opinion it would be better 
for all directors of British limited liability 

companies of whatever nationality they may 
be to put their house in order without mach 
loss of time. 

I cannot believe that oar Parliament 
intentiunally have passed an act from which it 
| might result that a British subject sitting on 
the Board of an English Company, should find 
himself at. disadvantage with his foreign col- 
leagues. If such should prove to be the case 
the sooner it is remedied the better, and 
[ appeal to you Sir, ‘through the mediam of 
your columns, to submit this important matter
